Lower Southampton is also mov­ 
ing in this direction and its of­ 
ficials have discussed prelimin­ 
ary plans for a large, planned in­ 
dustry tract. 
Disagreement 
But in Upper Southampton cer­ 
tain opposition has been voiced, 


causing delay in final approval 
of the massive development. It is 
still hoped by s o m e that the 
project will get under way by 
spring. 
It has been conceded by town­ 
ship officials and other authori­ 
ties that the strip of land along 
the railroad already zoned for 
industry is too narrow. For this 
reason it was proposed that the 
industrial strip be widened. 
A 
public hearing was necessary for 
such action —thus came the op­ 
position as the Upper Southamp­ 
ton Civic League asked for furth­ 
er studies and various residents
